Findings of the Court. 


There are two reports. Admirals 


Benham and Ramsey concurring la 
the first, which is signed by Admiral 
Dewey also as a matter of form. Ad- 
miral Dewey makes a separate report, 
although he agrees with the findings 
of facts subscribed to by the others, 
The majority report condemns Admi- 
ral Schley on 11 points, while Admiral 
Dewey sustains him in most particu- 
lars. The majority opinion finds, In 
brief, that Admiral Schley should 
have proceeded with the utmost dis- 
patch to Cienfuegos and maintained 
a close blockade; thai he should have 
endeavored to have obtained Informa- 
tion of the Spanish squadron there; 
that he should have proceeded to San- 
tiago with dispatch; that be should 
not have made the retrograde move- 
ment: that he should have obeyed the 
department's orders; that he should 
aave endeavored to capture the Span- 
ish vessels in Santiago; that, he did 
not do his utmost to destroy the Co- 
lon; 
that he caused the s<jnadron to 


lose distance in the loop of the Brook- 
lyn; that he thereby caused the Texas 
to back; that he did injustice to Hodg- 
son; that his conduct in the campaign 
was characterized by vacillation, dila- 
toriness and lack of enterprise; that 
his official reports cs the coal supply 
were raisieading and Inaccurate; that 
bla conduct during tlis battle was self- 
possessed and that, he encouraged in 
ils own person his subordinate offi- 
cers and men.

The object has been and 
is to raise sufficient revenue to sup- 
port a government in the Philippines, 
to provide- amply for the education of 
the people, to open the highways of 
Cr iimerce, both foreign and domestic, 
and to provide ample police force fo 
1 


tbe preservation of orders. These dif- 
ferent forms of tariff 
in force have 


produced a surplus of revenue after 
paying the expenses of the govern- 
ment. This bill proposes in the first 
section to make this Philippine tariff 
a part of the statutes of the United 
States. The necessity for a continu- 
ance of revenue which shall be both, 
ample and certain is imperative. If 
we continue tho police and constabu- 
lary system, it trill call for a large in- 
crease in appropriations. "We have en- 
rolled 150,000 school children ia the 
public schools. Of this number more 
than one-half are without any school 
house accommodation. It Is necessary 
that we build suitable houses at, once. 


Minority Report. 


The minority report on the Philip- 


pine tariff bill presented by Mr. Rich- 
ardson (Tenn.) was signed by'all the. 
Democrats of the ivaya and means 
committee except Mr. Robertson (Ua.) 
The report says in part: "The measure 
is but another step in the well marked 
line of imperialism. It is enacting a 
policy of pure colonialism,, and the 
worst form of that policy. We are op- 
posed to our government attempting to 
hold territories as colonies and treat- 
ing the inhabitants thereof as subjects 
and imposing upon them a government 
of force. This is the method of the 
empire instead of the republic. "V?e op- 
pose tbe whole policy of the majority 
in dealing v.'ith the Philijjpine archi- 
pelago." 


The report further says that the 


secretary of war in effect made the 
tax law for the Philippines, and thus 
exercised greater power than most 
kings. Continuing it says:. "The sec- 
ond section in effect declares that the 
Philippine Islands are foreign terri- 
tory to the extent that all imjrarta- 
tlons therefrom into the "United' States 
shall pay the same rates of. duty as 
are provided In the existing tan'tflaws 
o* the United. States known as tat: 
Dingjey tarlS act.. The Dingley act 
has proven itself to be a trust-brood- 
ing" measure.
